Three (3) new cases of COVID-19 were identified out of 378 tests performed Thursday, April 8.
To date, there have been a total of 7,833 officially reported cases of COVID-19 with 136 deaths,
27 cases in active isolation, and 7,670 not in active isolation. The CAR Score is 0.2.
